MONEY AGAINST MORALS. 


I .m not about to perpetrate a’ sermon upon the 
trite text, that money is the root of ail evil, nor do 
I intend.to indulge in any pharisaical cant upon 
the selfish propensities which prevail among us in 
the scramble for wealth ; for in this respect, 1 do 
uot suppose that this age or his community differs 
very essentially from other times and other com- 
munities ; but I wish only to note two circumstan- 
ees which have recently occurred in this our vet 
good city, which will show pretty phrases int 
think, that the love of money overrides moral influ- 
ences a little more decidedly than most of us are 
apt to imagine, and that the most decided iniquity 
that is available, to make or save money, may be 
practised among us with the greatest impunity, 
even though in other cases it may meet the repro- 
bation it deserves.

‘The managing officer of one of the moneyed in- 
stitutions of this city, a man of far more than ordi- 
nary intellectual ability and acquirements, and of 
hitherto unsullied reputation, has been detected in 
reannexing to his individual capital, and appropria- 
ting to his own ase, cértain earnings or shavings of 
the bank, with the business affairs of which, he 
was intrusted, 

Upon the discovery of this embezzlement, deep 
penitence was manifested by the delinquent, the 
most prompt aud ample restitution made, and the 
strongest appeals for mercy preferred, * As an er- 
ring man who has suffered the punishment of an 
accusing conscience, and who must continue to 
feel the pangs: of remiorse, and mortifications of 
pride, it could be wished that some little abate- 
ment of the open and general indignation might
